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INTRO DUCTION 


Except where otherwise specified the figures contained herein are based on 
data obtained from the 1933 Census, the Civilian Register of 1943, the Occupation Surve 
of 1945, Annual Censuses of Factory Production and returns from Governmental Authorities 
together with Monthly Pay-roll Tax returns lodged by employers (other than Commonwealth 
Government Authorities, religious and benevolent institutions and public hospitals) 
paying more than £20 per week in wages. 

The terms "Employment", "Number Employed", "Employees" and "Wage Earners" 
herein are synonymous with, and relate to, "wage and salary earners" on pay-rolls or "ii 
employment" in the latter part of each month as distinct from numbers of employees 
actually working on a specific date. They include persons employed part-time. 

Figures for recent months are subject to revision.

Some revision will be necessary in the totals and trends 
in employment shown for individual industries (particularly manufacturing) in Tables 9 
and 10. Tables showing employment in individual classes of Factory are in process of

employment in the, larger privately~owned factorics of New South Wales and Victoria was 
instituted in January, 1952. Practically all private factorics with 100 or more employees 
and a large section of those with between 50 and 100 employees were surveyed. In total 
the factories covered in the survey accounted for approximately half the total employment 
in privately owed factories in both States. A summary of the results to date, relating
